Washington, D. C., June 26.—The Russian 
government has learned with profound re- 
gret of the intention of the Washington au- 
thorities to forward to St. Petersburg a pet!- 
tion from American Jews relative to Russia’s 
treatment of her Jewish subjects. It is yet 
hoped that the United States will appreciate 
the Russiam view of the case and will con- 
tent itself with the kindly expressions of 
sympathy which it already has offered for 
the affair at Kisheneff. 

The Associated Press has already stated 
the Russian position regarding what is con- 
sidered outside interference in the internal 
affairs of Russia. That position continues 
to be held, and the Associated Press fur-

Action Called a Two Edged Sword. 

New. York, June 27, 3 a. m.—[Special.]—A 
dispatch to the Herald from its Washington 
correspondent says: 

“ President Roosevelt’s determination to 
send the B’nai B’rith’s petition of protest 
against the cruelties to the Jews to the Rus- 
sian government is a two edged sword. One 
ede serves to answer the appeal of the 


coreligionists in Kisheneff, The other edge 
is intended as a retaliation for Russia's oppo- 
sition to the granting by China of open ports 
to the United States In Manchuria. 

“The attitude of the Weshington govern- 
ment toward Russia is one of bitterness and 
distrust. The situation which threatens to 
ensue is fraught with danger to the long ex- 
isting Russo-American good feeling. : 

“ Aside from the fact that the Russian 
attitude is much to the distaste ofthe ad- 
ministration, there is the pronounced bitter- 


| ness shown by certain high government offi- 


cials toward Count Cassini, the Russian am- 
bassador. This is a source of delight to the 
promoters of the propaganda which has been 
conducted against Russo-American cordi- 
ality steadily during the last five years. The 
retaliatory tendency of the government nat- 
urally is making every one ask: ‘ If retalia- 
tion with Russia begins, where will itend?’ 


Proves a Diplomatic Sensation. 

“ The decision of the administration to for- 
ward to the Russian government the petition 
came as a great surprise to nearly all officials 
outside of the cabinet circle, and was es- 
pecially surprising to those BHuropean diplo- 
mats still remaining here. It is proving the 
greatest diplomatic sensation since the Ven- 
ezuelan imbroglie. Count Cassini, the Rus- 
sian ambassador, did not expect the United 
States to take any action.

KENTUCKY GOVERNOR REPLIES 


Chief Executive of the Blue Grass State 
Denies That His Frequent Pardon 
of Convicted Felons Was the Cause 
of the Reign of Terror in Breathitt 
County Blames the Republican 

Party and Declares He Has Done an

Frankfort, Ky., June 26.—[ Special, }—Stung 
by the criticism of the reign of lawlessness 
in Kentucky and of his own lack of energy 
in putting down disorder, and angered by 
charges that his pardon of convicted felons 
had caused the murders in Breathitt coun- 
ty, Gov. Beckham tonight issved a combined 
campaign document and defense of his own 
conduct. 

The governor turns the Breathitt county 
feud and the Goebel murder into a political 
issue to aid his own candidacy for re- 
election. | 

In his public statement he declares he has 
done all he could to bring murderers to jus- 
tice in Breathitt county. He blames repub- 
lican leaders and the republican press for 
the wave of indignation which has swept 
over the country because of the feud and . 
criticises his predecessor, Gov. Bradley, for 
pardoning felons tn Breathitt and Clay coun- 
ties, some even before they were sentenced. 

The governor devotes the largest part of 
his statement to a history of the murder of 


Gov. Goebel and fixes the blame for that 


crime upon the republican party. 


Compares with Northern States. 

Gov. Beckham compares conditions in Ken- 
tucky with those of northern states and-with 
some bitterness says: 

“It has become a fashion and a fad to 
picture in the most lurid and sensational 
type a killing in Kentucky, when the slaugh- 
ter of an entire family in their locality is not 
dignified with a dozen lines. The calling into 
service of the entire national guard of one 
of the northern states ‘to suppress a strike, 
where hundreds may be slain, does not attract 
one-half the notice as does the use of one 
company of Kentucky militia in aiding some 
Circuit court in the trial of a criminal.” — 


Tells of Breathitt County. 3 
Regarding his own policy in reference to the 


trial of the men implicated in the Breathitt | 


county murders, the governor says: . 

“It is with critics in our own State that I 
propose to deal. The people of the whole 
state have been indignantly and justly 
aroused over the crimes recently committed 
in that county, and In their impulsive resent- 
ment against the guilty, have been a little im- 
patient for results. Thetr feeling about the 
situation is to be commended, for it shows 
the character of our noble and law abiding 
people. They have demanded prompt and 
vigorous action in dealing with the trouble. 

“It may seem surprising to those itn the 
least familiar with our constitution, but ft is 
a fact, that nearly all the demands made upon 
me for action have been that.I should de- 
clare martial law there and have all cases 
tried by courts martial; that has been the’. 
advice given by most of my critics. 


Governor’s Powers Limited. —

“it is a great pleasure to be permitted to 
present Rear Admiral Cotton and the officers 
accompanying him upon his visit to Kiel, in 
response to your majesty’s invitation. The 
squadron has come on a mission of friend- 
ship, bringing with it cordial sentiments of 
friendship from America for Germany. Iam 
convinced that your majesty and your people 
entertain the same sentiments towards the 
president and people of the United States. 
Proof of this is afforded by your majesty’s 
gift of the magnificent casts sent to Harvard 
university, which have afforded a splendid 
opportunity for study by the youth of Amer- 
ica, who henceforth will remember your 
majesty as a great public benefactor. 


German and American Destiny. 

“ Mutual understanding between nations, 
as between individuals, is best attained by 
personal intercourse, which leads to better 
acquaintance and happy occasions like thts, 
vhich, in the case of two great nations like 
Germany and America, is a benefit to the 
whole civilized world. 

“The efforts of Germany and the United 
States are constantly tending towards the 
same purpose, in the development of civiliza- 
tion, the extension of commerce, and the 
peace of the world. The closer our personal 
acquaintance becomes the surer we discover 
how near our paths He to each other, how 
readily we may follow them together, and 
how much each has to gain by the main- 
tenance of harmony in the future as in the 
present and inthe past. America wishes this 


with all sincerity.” 


Kaiser Wins Yacht Race. 

Kaiser Wilhelm, clad in a suit of ollskins, 
which gave him the appearance of a hardy 
North sea fisherman, today personally sailed 
hic American yacht Meteor in the race for 
ihe American cup presented by J. Pierpont 
Morgan against the Iduna, belonging to the 
empress. 

Prince Henry of Prussia sailed Iduna, 
so that the two royal brothers were pitted 
against each other as rival skippers. The 
empress also sailed on Iduna. The race 
was won by Meteor, largely owing to the 
skill with which the kaiser handied his craft. 
The yacht Hamburg, cwned by A. Tietgen, 
came in second. 

Roosevelt Thanks Emperor. 

Washington, D. C., June 26.—President 
Roosevelt today sent the following telegram 
of thanks to Emperor: William in reply to the 
latter’s message regarding the American 
aquadron now at Kiel:

New York, June 26.—{Special.]—Bishop 
Potter has directed the .rector of the 
Church of St. Mary the Virgin to call 
in the police and throw the Rev. O. C. 
Fillingham of UHexford, Herfordshire, 
England, into the street if that sealous 
anti-ritualist ventures to interrupt or ixter- 
fere with the services, which the Rev. Mr. 
Fillingham describes as idolatrous and con- 
trary to the worship of the Church of Eng- 
land. The Rev. Mr. Fillingham has had 
some stormy times in England, but his cor- 
reepondence never has been enlivened with 


from Bishop Potter, which said: 

“You call yourself a clergyman of the 
Church of England, but I doubt it, for a 
clergyman usually is a gentleman, and aware 
that he may not print a private letter until 
its receipt has been acknowledged. That 
you are a lunatic is much more likely. The 
rector of the Church of St. Mary the Virgin 
possesses my respect and confidence. I have 
advised him, therefore, to apply for a de- 
tail of police, and have instructed him in 
case you or your followers venture to inter- 
fere with his services to direct the police 
to throw you and your associates into the 
street.”’ 

The Rev. Mr. Fillinghem sent a reply in 
which he said: 

“I am in receipt of your extremely violent 
and insulting letter of yesterday's date. I 
suppose so extraordinary a production never 
before was penned by a professedly Christian 
minister. I note that you condone and are 
privy to the illegalities and idolatry practiced 


? by the rector of St. Mary the Virgin. I also 


note your threat of physical violence—that a 
minister of the gospel advises another minis- 
ter to throw me into the street. But I can as- 
sure you that no threat will affect those who 
are prepared not only to act fut to suffer in 
the cause of Protestantism.” - 

The Rev. Mr. Fillingham ‘sail for Eng- 
land July 1. He will do nothing further in 
the controversy now, but he promises to re- 
turn next spring and actively combat rit- 
ualism. 


MRS. ROOSEVELT AND FAMILY

Yacht Sylph, from Which They Watched 
the Yale-Harvard Boat Rece, Is Run 
Down by Another and Damaged. 


New London, Conn., June 26.—[{Special.]— 
The steam yacht Syliph, which arrived here 
Wednesday evening with Mrs. Roosevelt and 
family and a few guests to view the Yale-

The steamer Block 
Island was kicking up a heavy swash and 
the Haida, close by, also was under way. 
The Fleischmann yacht, partly swept by the 
current and partly by its own impetus, swept 
broadside toward the Syliph. The Haida 
crashed into Sylph’s bow and wrecked its 
bowsprit. The Haida suffered little damage. 

Immediately after the collision a boat was 
lowered from the Haida and Mr. Fleisch- 
mann went aboard the Syiph and personally 
apologized for the accident. He said the ac- 
cident was unavoidable and offered to settle 
the damages, which will amount to about 
$200. Miss Alice Roosevelt left the yacht 
and continued on to South Farmington, Conn. 
The Sylph started for Oyster Bay this noon 
with Mrs. Roosevelt and the remainder of 
the party. 


BALL PLAYERS FACE DEATH.

Milwaukee, Wis., June 26.—[{Special.)}— 
Nine members of the St. Paul and Mflwau- 
kee baseball teams had narrow escapes from 
death in a fire tonight which started in a 
tailor shop in Grand avenue and spread to 
the Davidson hotel, where they were sleep- 
ing. Catcher Bob Wood of the Milwaukee 
team, who turned in the alarm, ran through 
the hotel and aroused them. They fled from 
the buiiding in their undercilothing just as 
the flames burst in.

SCIENTIST LECTURES ON ‘SODA.’ 
Coed Learns That It Is Distantly Re- 
- leted to Beer and Is j 

Shocked. 


“And to think that in drinking soda water 
I was really patronizing a brewery. Why, I 
feel so guilty, and I'll never drink another 
drop of soda water as long as I live.”* 


'. These were the words of a summer coed 


at the University of Chicago as she came 
out of Kent theater yesterday after hear- 
dng Prof. Alexander Smith’s lecture on 
** Soda Water.” 

‘“ The name soda water,” said Dr. Smith 
in the course of his lecture, “ is a misnomer, 
for there is not a bit of soda in it. Soda 
water is composed of Water and carbon 
dioxide.”’ 

Dr. Smith showed one way of making soda 
water, by taking a small steel capsule about 
an inch long, which he said contained enough 
earbon dioxide under pressure to charge a 
pint of-water. This capsule he placed in a 
peculiarly shaped siphon and screwed down 
the cap, thus opening the capsule and charg- 
ing the water. 

“This,” said Dr. Smith, “‘is a domestic 
soda water factory. If you ever buy one of 
them don’t forget to mention that you heard 
it spoken of at the University of Chicago, 
and then perhaps some day, when the manu- 
facturer is a rich man, he will endow a soda 
water fountain on the campus, and that is 
the only thing we lack here now. 

' Dr. Smith showed by experiment various 
ways by which carbon dioxide might be 
made, and illustrated many of its properties. 
“ But,” he said, “none of these is the way. 
in which it is made for practical use. It is 
made as. a by-product in breweries. Ina sort 
of even handed justice chemistry takes the 


-gugar and the yeast, and at the same time 


makes beer and soda water. It ought to be 
a serious question for the total abstainer 
whether he should drink.soda water, for in 
drinking it he is using 4 by-product of a 
brewery, and is thereby increasing the brew- 
ery’s dividends. For myself I never drink 
any.”

Steamer City of South Haven Is Given a 
"Noisy Welcome—Is a Speedy 


Amid the whistling bf steamers and tugs 
the new steamer City of South Haven reached 
Chicago last night, coming from the ship- 
yard atToledo. Coming up Lake Michigan 
the new boat attained a speed of nineteen 
and one-half miles an hour, though a bucket 
was lost off the’ propeller... .The boat's 150 
passengers had plenty of excitement. At 
South Haven the big steamer ran into a

More Passenger Traffic Troubles.

The proposition received the affirmative vote 
of all the roads except the Rock Island and 
the Chicago, Peoria and St. Louis, but the 
representatives of the Missouri Pacific and 
Wabash explained that their vote was con- 
ditional on the approval of their superior | 
officers. 

John Sebastian, passenger traffic manager 
of the Rock Island, then declared that this 
action was the result of animosity towards 
his company, which was known to be unalter- 
ably opposed to any ticket that can be hon- 
ored by conductors on trains. The South-; 
western Passenger association, which is 
using the mileage credential ticket, he said, 
was satisfied with it. 3 


| Rock Island to Retaliate. 

Then Mr. Sebastian declared that if this 
fight is continued the Rock Island would 
keep the $8 rate between Chicago and St. 
Paul in effect until the other roads saw fit to 
change their position regarding tle sale of 
interchangeable mileage tickets. 

He stated, too, that while the Rock Island 
was not a member of the immigrant bureau 
it shad been codéperating with it, except in

OR one reason or another the family life

reading world scorned his excuses and held 
him up to further execration. The climax 
was reached a few weeks ago when two new 
volumes of the letters of Jane Welsh Carlyle 


long introduction from the pen of Sir James 
Crichton Browne, who attacked Mr. Froude 
with a bitterness by the side of which all 
other attacks seemed sweeter than honey. 
There were few crimes that a literary execu- 
tor or a biographer could be accused of that 
he did not lay at the door of Mr. Froude. Sir 
James’ introduction threw the letters, inter- 
esting as they were,’ into the shade and 
raised a hornets’ nest second only to that 
raised by Mr. Froude’s first Carlyle volumes, 
He so besmirched the name of Froude that 
the son and daughter of the dead historian 
felt bound to come to its rescue. One cannot 
wonder at their indignation, though lament- 
ing the course they have taken. 

Literary England has been shaken to its 


-foundations by the publication of a book, 


scarcely more than a pamphiet, “MY RELA- 
TIONS WITH CARLYLE.” by James An- 
thony Froude, which Mr. Ashley A. Froude 
and. Miss Margaret Froude have given tothe 
public. It is published in London by Messrs. 
Longmans and in America by Messrs. Scrib- 
ner, the American publishers of Froude’s 


book is published was found after Froude’s 
déath in a dispatch box with a copy of Car- 
lyle’s will and a few business papers. The 
notes were written in pencil in a note book, 


shown them to no one, The first few pages, 
we are told, were too intimate to give to the 
public, so they have been omitted. 

Froude begins by telling of his. first ac- 
quaintance with Carlyle and of the influence 
that the sage had upon his life. When 
Froude first met the Carlyles he was living 
in the country, but he soon came to London 
and was a constant visitor in Cheyne row.

Carlyle had inserted ft in his memoir of her. 


But why should it be dragged out of dark- 


‘the life at Cheyne row, I could not help be-. hess now? The charges against Froude could 


have been answered without ft. That Car- 
lyle wrote “ masses of extravagant letters ”’ 
to Lady Ashburton is.a comparatively harm- 
less disclosure. Mrs. Carlyle could not be 
jealous of her husband in the ordinary sense. 
But “‘ intellectual and spiritual affection be- 
ing all he had to give, Mrs. Carlyle naturally 
looked on these at least as exclusively her 
own. She had once beén his idol, she was 
now a houséhold frudge, and the imaginative 
homage which had been once hers was given 
to* another. This had been the occasion of 
the most violent outbreaks between them.”’ 
That is Froude’s account, and must be taken 
for what it is worth. He had access to the 
papers, but he did pot always give the true 
meaning of the authorities upon which he re- 
lied. Whatever be the real truth about the 
author of “Sartor Resartus’’ at home, 
this painful book recalls only too vividly the 
final stanza of Tennyson's ‘‘ Dead Prophet ”’: 

Bhe tore the prophet after death, 

. And the people paid her well. . 
Lightnings flicker’d along the heath, - 
One shrieked, ‘‘ The fires of hell.’’ 

One might hope that this unfortunate book 
would, close matters as regards the Carlyles, 
but, as there is to be another volume of let- 
ters in the fall, the hope will not be realized. 

Mr. Froude argues that nothing should be 


held back by the biographer of a great man; 


that the world has a right to know every se- 
eret of his heart; that nothing is too sacred 
tor the profane eye. In writing Carlyle’s bi- 
ography he acted upon this theory, and 
thereby outraged decency. His children have 
gone further; decency stands drunk with 
amazement before this shocking book.

Pessimism at Its Brilliant Worst. 


Schopenhauer'’s ** Basis of Morality.” 


H ITHERTO untranslated treatise by 
Schopenhauer has been translated by 
Mr. Arthur Brodrick Bullock of Trin- 
ity college, Cambridge, and presented 
in this country by the Macmillan 
company. The title of this essay is “‘ THE 
‘BASIS OF MORALITY,” and was offered 


“{n 1887 to the Danish Royal Society*of Sci- 


ences in answer to their invitation. A prize 
was offered by them for the best answer to 
this question: 

“Is the, fountain and basis of ‘merais to 
be sought ‘for in an idea of morality which 
Mes directly in the consciousness (or con- 
science), and in the analysis of the other 
leading ethical conceptions which arise from 
it? Or is it to be found in some other source 
of knowledge?’ 

The only answer came from that valiant 
rebel, Arthur Schopenhauer, and three years 
efter its presentation the work. was pro- 
nounced unsuccessful. A rejection. incon- 
sistent with the invitation was offered the 
talented cynic, who was, it is needless to 
say, alert enoligh to discover this incon- 
sistency. The truth appears to have been 
that the committee of decision was scandal- 
ized at the effrontery of a comparatively 
unknown man who could attack with some- 
thing like virulence the theoriés of Hegel 


and Fichte, at a time ‘‘ when the intellectual 


atmosphere was saturated” with these 
leaders. _Nor would Schopenhauer admit 
that Kant had proceeded along a logical 
basis. He opinéd that Kant preached what he 
desired, not what was discoverable and with- 
in the realm of proof. No more actual than 


_ @ Voice from a burfing bush did the reck- 


less young critic consider Kant’s Categorical 
Imperative. He discovered no absolute 
good. He stated unmistakably that good- 
ness was a matter of proof, a thing to be 
by the intellect. 
| 

Schopenhauer was never, of course; credu- 
lous in regard to human disinterestedness. 
He idealized nothing.. He did not place ap- 
parent evil unde? suspicion of ulterior good- 
ness, but he was eyer ready to place ap 
parent goodness under suspicion of ulterior 
evil. He permitted himself no such diver- 
sions as Plato, Kant, and Hegel knew, in the 
construction of edifices for the soul. His 


observation Was as cold, as scientific, as 


abswact, and as uncaring as those of Dar- 
win when he watched a grub. 

Ail the.more interesting on this account is 
the remrarkable essay now before the Eng- 
lish public through the medium of Mr. Bul- 
lock’s clear, fine, and crisp ‘translation: 
Schopenhauer, expressing his conviction at 
thé intrinsic evil of man, says: “In ordér 
to express the strength of anti-moral power 
in a few words, to portray it, so to say, at 
one stroke, some emphatic hyperbole is 
wanted. It may be put thus: Many a man 


Would be. quite capable of killing another, 


simply to rub his boots over the victim's 


fat. I am only doubtful whether this, after 


‘all, is any exaggeration.” 

The evil having its birth in egoism, Bcho-. 
penhauer finds the good to be the absence 
Of egoism, and questions whether any act 
of complete disinterestedness has ever been 
performed. He perceives in most acts of 
abnegation, sacrifice, or heroism only the 
demonstration of the finer forms of selfish- 
ness, such as would be the most keenly en- 
joyed by the persons whose quality makes 
them capable of conceiving and performing 
such acts. But he. has heard, fortunately, 
cf one or two authenticated acts of disin-. 


terestedness, loving kindness, and cpncludes 


that they do therefore exist. He concludes, 
consequently,. that Compassion ‘is the source 
of goodness. “It was reserved for Christi- 
anity,”’ he observes, *‘ whose greatest service 


is seen inthis, to theoretically formulate 
' @nd expressly advance it not only as a vir- 


tue but as queen of all; and to extend it 
even to enemies.”’. But he adds that the re- 
ligion of Sakya-muni, the Buddha, was in ad- 
vance of Christianity in that it commanded 
compassion even to animals and the least 
of living. things. 

It appears to be the idea of Schopenhauer 
that egoism is evil. It Is only when self is 
submerged in the sufferings of another, so 
that Compassion overwhelms all conscious- 


ness of; individual benefit or consideration, | 


-that goodness can be said to exjst in the 


weal, 


heart. The fundamental springs of human 


conduct, he says, are three, Egoism, Malice, 


Compassion. Therefore the various motives 
which are capable of affecting men may be 
grouped under three general heads: (1) 
‘One's OWn weal; (2) other's woe; (3) other’s 
He continues: “Now, if the motive 


. of &. kind act does not belong to the third 


class, it must, of course be found in the first 
or second.” 
the truth of the first. 

He stands, therefore, opposed to definite 
individualism and in frank espousal of the 
Christian idea of sacrifice. If a man lose his 
soul he shall gain it, If one ask him for 
his cloak, he shall give him his coat also. 

But the dickens is in all this—for behold 
how the gate is shut on hope! Compassion 
is said to be a natural instinct. If one is not 
born with it he cannot attain to it. ‘ The 
@ifference of character is innate and in- 
eradicable. The wicked man is born with 
his wickedness as much as the serpent with 
its poison fangs and glands, nor can the 
former change his nature a whit more than 
the latter."

of the Scarlet Foot,’ White 
Woman,” and the present publication, which 
is a posthumous book. Of ‘‘ Miss Grace of 
All Souls” Count Tolstoi thought: so well 
that he gave it extravagant praise, saying 
that certain passages in it were among the 


“pest example of modern English fiction. Mr. 


Tirebuck appears to have done his best, most 
intimate, and sympathetic work when deal- 
ing with the Welsh in the country communi- 
ties, and what is most charming in the beok 
under discussion are the scenes in the hay 
fleld, or the old kitchen of a Welsh farm- 
house. The only adverse criticism to be 
made upon these is upon the oversimplicity 
or sweetness of the scenes, which are barely 
saved from being maudlin. Indeed, in one 
or two instances they are not sosaved. 

The story is that always interesting one 
of the struggle of a soul for theiight. A 
young clergyman, Gomer Deen, devotes him- 
self to Christ, with vows—made to himself— 
of poverty and celibacy. He has.talent and 
sincerity, and the people give him ‘ove and 
confidence. Two women enter his life. One 
is a. spiritual and beautiful character, Joy 
Probert, a Welsh maiden, who has come 
from her home on a mountain farm to Liver- 
pool. ‘other ig a vulgar, pretentious, 
self-seeKing woman of the upper class named 
Moore. -She-is rich:and she lavishes money 
upon Deen’s church, helps him ostentatious- 
ly in his parish work, and finally influences | 
her kinsman, the bishop, to give him promo- 
tion. The climacteric moment comes for Deen 
when he debates whether he shall leave the 
parish in which he has known spiritual eleva- 
tion, poverty, and peace, or stay to continue 
his usefulness. His idea of celibacy has 
slipped from him. Marriage has become a. 
necessity since Joy Probert stirred the deeps | 
of his nature. ‘But towed her means to live 


‘humbly, usefully, and in the service of oth- 


ers. Miss Moore throws her influence over 
him, appeals to his Jove of the esthetic, his 


enjoyment of cultivated society, his delight 


in power. He yields. He becomes a prosper- 
ous clergyman in a fashionable church, with 
a worldly wife whom he cannot love, a little 
daughter whose birth appears to him to be a 
catastrophe, and a conscience which will not 


let him. rest. 
Joy dies and he preaches the funeral ser- 


mon over her after having, been badgered all 


day by his wife to delegate the sermon to bis 
assistant and attenda garden party with her 
He lays Joy in the grave with the feeling 
that he has buried his true wife, and returns 
fo his home with the intention of making an 
honest man of himself at any cost.

A certain power dominates the book. It is 
written by a man who felt what he wrote and 
who had a great reason for writing.

Weishiness of it that runs contrary to the 
taste of an American. At any rate, it often 
appears flat; and the medium employed is 
frequently poor. Still the writer is extraor- | 
dinary. He must have had a devotional, in- 
tense, introspective, and melancholy mind. 
He is certainly of those who like the white

BIRDS IN THEIR RELATION TO 
MAN,” by Clarence M. Weed and Ned Dear- 
born, bears the subtitle, “‘A Manual of, 
Economie Ornithology for the United States 
and Canada.’ In other words, it is a de- 
fense of the birds. The data have been pro- 
cured by the division of ornithology and 
mammalogy of the American Ornithologists’ 
union, which was previously published 
among other bulletins—* Bird Migration in 
the Mississippi Valley and The English 
Sparrow in America.’” As a result of four- 
teen years’ ‘work 14,000 bird stomachs have 
been examined, and the relation of the birds 
to man has thus been scientifically estab- 
lished. The food habits of birds have been 
investigated with the result that many birds 
resting under suspicion of being crop de- 
stroyers or exterminators of beneficial in- 

sects have been exonerated. Bird after bird 
is, before this court of appeal, cleared of 
bad character. As, for example, in the case 
of the people versps the crow: 

‘‘In the case of the crow nearly 1,000 
stomachs were examined, and the charges 
of pulling up sprouting corn, of injuring corn 
im the milk, of destroying fruit, and of de- 
stroying eggs of poultry and wild birds 
were all sustained. But it was found that 
corn in the milk formed only 3 per cent of 
the total food,. and most of the corn de- 
stroyed was waste grain; that the destruc- 
tion of fruit and eggs was trivial, while, 
on the other hand, many noxious insects 
and mice were. eaten. The verdict was | 
therefore rendered in favor of the crow, 
since, on.the whole, the bird seemed to do 
more good than harm.” 

That cheerful gamin, the English sparrow, 
does not stand among the vindicated birds, 
however. He remains among the rejected in 
outer darkness—and the only comfort is that 
he does not know it, and wouldn't care if 
he did. The book numbers nearly 400 pages, 
and is profusely illustrated, not only with 
pictures of birds but with representations 
of their food both in the vegetable and the 
animal world. The volume has much sci- 
entific value apparently, but it is written in | 
a way to hold the attention of the layman 
and of the young student, and will be of 
universal interest among bird’lovers. <J. B.

German Commercial Ambitions. i 


A Warning Note to Great Britain and America, — 


LITTLE book which has been at- 
tracting an amount of attention more 
closely related with the importance of 
its theme than with its own weight is 
“ GERMAN AMBITIONS AS THEY | 
AFFECT BRITAIN AND THE “UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA” (G. P. Putnam's 


-Sons). The author conceals himself behind 


the motto, “ Vigilane sed Acquus.” ‘The in- 
evitable suggestion of the name is that the 
author belongs to the company of “‘ Pro Bono 


Publico,” Veritas,” and other Roman gen- 


tlemen who write letters from time to time’ 
to the British press. Such; indeed, is the 
case. The book is a reprint, with some ad- 
ditions, of letters which have appeared in 
the Spectator during the last winter. 
Germany has ae population of 60,000,000 on 
a territory smaller than Texas, with a yearly 
increase of 800,000. Her own harvest no 
longer feeds her. Between a third and a 
fourth of her foodstuffs come from abroad. 
To pay for the food imported it is necessary 
to export manufactured goods. .Germany 
is then dependent upon her foreign trade for 
the existence of her people. Foreign trade 
may be secured by improving trade relations 
with countries already existing or by estab- 
lishing colonies, and must be protected by an 
adequate fleet. The purpose of this little 
book is to show that in her attempts at ex- 


pansion Germany finds Britain and the | 


United States her chief obstacles, and that 
therefore the German spirit is unavoidably 
and increasingly to two coun- 

In general way the ‘this 
statement’s truth will be recognized upon 
brief consideration, but the anonymous au- 
thor proceeds to further fortify his position 
by producing a list of some fifty or sixty re- 


|. cent German books and pamphlets which 


touch the question more or less directly. He 
claims that these fairly represent German 
opinion, and he finds in them a hostility 
which proceeds consciously or unconsciously 
from this commercial rivairy. ¢ There are 
other reasons for bitterness. & German 
and the Briton look on the treatnient of the 
Poles and the Boers differentiy. Each can 
see the abstract injustice, of ‘the other’s po-" 
sition’ without recognizing the existence of 
a political necessity for the particular action 
taken. Neither understands,the character 
and temper of the other. Making due al- 
lowanee for all other reasons for unfriendl- 
ness, the fact remains that it is life itself for 
which the nations arestruggling. 
In the German view the twentieth century 
will in the first place be one of sea wars rath- 
er than land wars. Hence there has sprung 
up a “ fleet literature,” dealing with ques- 
tions of naval supremacy. The present great 
naval superiority of Britain (as the author 
constantly calls the united kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland) is a survival from the 
past; it must not céntinue if Germany is to 
gain control of the trate of the world. So 
long as Germany is inferior she must remain 
on friendly terms with Britain, in the hope 
of receiving British aid in a possible war with 
Russia, byt once strong enough on thd sea 
Germany will stand alone. The fleet must 
be increased at any expense, and deprecia- 
tion of the. fleet is the in- 
sults. | 


- InSouth America one of the states of Brazil 
already possesses a Compact German popu- 
latfon numerically stronger than the repre- 
sentatives of the Latin races. Two plans

NEW STATE LIABILITY LAW 
MEANS ADDITIONAL PREMIUM. 


Companies Are Rewriting Policies Be- 
cause of the Increase from $5,000 to 
$10,000 for Accidental Deaths. 


On July 1 the new law goes inté effect in- 
creasing the limit of damages recoverable in 
Illinois for accidental death from $5,000 to : 
$10,000. The result will be to increase ma- 
terially the liability under employers’ and 
general Hability and steam boiler insurance, 
which are usually written to cover not more 
than $5,000 on any one person and $10,000 
on any one accident. An agreement hase been 
reached among nearly all the companies 


are rewriting policies for their customers 
for double the present amounts, for an addi- 
tional premium of 60 per cent. This, with 
$10,000 on any one person and $20,000 on a 
single aecident, gives complete protection 
for individuals under oo new law.
